ORDER 

New Delhi, the 2nd February, 2000 

S.0. 103 (E).—.In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (3) of Section 3 of the 
Environment (Protection) Act, 1986, (29 of 1986), hereinafter referred to as the said Act), 
the Central Government hereby constitutes an authority to be known as Arunachal Pradesh 
Forest Protection Authority (hereinafter referred to as the Authority) consisting of 
following persons for a period of one year with effect Irom the date of publication of this 
order in the Official Gazette, namely.- 

i) Shri P.M.Nair, Chief Secretary, Arunachal Pradesh - Chairman 

ii) Shri M.C.Gildiyal, ( presently Principal Chief - Member 

Conservator of Forests Uttaranchal) 

iii) Shri S R Mehta , Principal Chief Conservator - Member 

of Forests, Arunachal Pradesh 

iv) Shri Promode Kant, Regional Chief - Member Secretary 

Conservator of Forests, North-East Region, Shillong 

2. The Authority shall exercise the following powers and perform such functions and 
give necessary directions for protecting forest and environment, namely:- 

i) exercise the powers under section 5 of the Environment (Protection) Act, 1986 
for issuing directions and for taking measures with respect to matters referred 
to in clause (i), (iii), (v), (vi) (x), (xiii) and (xiv) of sub-section(2) of the section 
(3) of the said Act 

ii) monitor and issue necessary directions for the timely implementation of 
directives given by the Supreme Court in Civil Writ Petition No 202 of 1995 
from time to time, including and in respect of 

a) disposal of felled timber in the State; 

b) to determine the number of wood-based industries which can operate in the 
State on a sustainable basis, 

c) approval of identified industrial estates, 

d) relocation and licensing of wood based industries; 

e) scientific management of forests, 

f) pricing of timber and fixation of royalty; 

g) action against those responsible for significant illegal felling; 

h) any other matter pertaining to protection and management of forest and 
environment and working of wood based industries as may be referred to the 
authority by the Central Government. 

3) The foregoing powers and functions of the authority shall be subject to the 
supervision and control of the Central Government. 

4) The Authority shall furnish a progress report about its activities at least once in 
two months to the Central Government 
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5) The Chairman and members of the Authority as appointed above, shall carry out 
the functions mentioned above, in addition to the normal official duties. 

6) The Authority shall exercise the powers conferred under section 10 of the said 
Act, in respect of any action taken under para 2 of the order. 

7) The Authority shall have the jurisdiction over the State of Arunachal Pradesh. 

8) The Authority shall have its headquarters at Itanagar, Arunachal Pradesh.
